It 
Asintendod that the collection sball bo tho most 
complots over yot exhibited in Hurope, and that 
through it s new chapter shall baaddod to the 
history of engraving. Tha Japanese and Chinese 
engraved skilfully upon wocd long before the 
art was known in the West. Thus the Burling- 
ton collcotion will inchido dated and authentic 
works belonging to the early part of the 14th 
centary (the oldest Europsan aarravings koown 
belonging to the 15th), and one nearly 100 years 
alder which is authentic, but not dated. The 
Japanese’ chromoxylographs in the collection 
form o complete serios, from about 1,700 down to 
the prosont yaar, o£. remarkable baanty and 


iltiog solour, snd some of these in blank and white are 


almost, unrivalled ‘for force and delicacy, |The 
earlier specimens have never be-n sera before in 
this country, or; indoed, out of Japan, and will 
probably be a revelation to those interested in 
aither the.bistorical or artiste: aspect of tha snb- 
jeot. Thera are also somo examples of engraving 


on copper, and a reornt obromolithograph proc: 
of remarkable merit. The largé sellection of 
examples of the Japaneio pictorial art, which 
was ‘purchased from Dr, Andoreon by the nation 
a few year ago; is at last being arranged in the 
British Museum, and will probably be opened 
eatly in January next.

of some large boulders in the midd’s of a fir 
wood ina hill side. Tho lacgest hitherto known 
ia at Tojin, and is savn in s plats prefixed to 
tho paper. It stands shont 62 feot high; and 
the body and head raemblo’ those of the idols 
in Buddhist temples. A colamn about 20 fost 
bigh runs up from tho head, giving support to 
an oblong atab about the same length; on this 
stands 4 smaller colamnsapportiug imother stab, 
and from the coraers of the two, bells aro pen- 
dent by cbains. Profassor do Lacouperie points 
out some peculiaritics about the word Miryek, 
and suggests that porhaps it ia not Korean at 
all; it may have exiated'in Korea in ite spocial 
adaptation to the hugo stone statues, without 
having preserved its original meaning proviona 
to the adoption of Clinose characters, If this 
be’ correct, it implies that the religion which 
produo:d the oroction of the statues was then 
forgotten or in tha shade. . They might, bo sug- 
gests, be due toan early spread of Baddbism in 
Korea. But it is evident that we mast know 
more of that country before the orivin of these 
curious survivals ig olurly explained.” _
